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To m Borroa or ru cmaaa : 

Si* : Realiaing that yoor paper 
ba* steadily upheld the saloon 
license ordinance now in force and 
that yon have stood firmly with 
those of our cititen* whose course 
has been to reduce the number of 
licensed places to the minimum, it 
fa not without considerable hesi¬ 
tancy that the writer undertakes to 
point out to you that, in his 
opinion and in the opinion of not a 
few others, that the license policy 
in force here is wrong in theory. 
The attempt to reduce the number 
of licensed places to a minimum is 
not in accord with public senti¬ 
ment. and the depriving of large 
sections, of the town of the privi¬ 
lege of a saloon and bunching sa¬ 
loons in other sections is certainly 
an unjust and unfair application of 
an ordinance. The vote for an¬ 
nexation on April 7 was certainly 
a rebuke to you and to others who 
have championed the unpopular 
license ordinance and have upheld 
its unfair application. The an¬ 
nexation vote was largely a saloon 
vote. In one election district a 
saloon-keeper, who says that the 
license ordinance is not rightly 
applied, sent more votes to the 
polls for annexation than all others 
combi ued. 

, +lere in the Second Ward we 
have only two saloons, while in the 
Third Ward they have eleven. 
Our Polish settlement in the Second 
Ward wants a saloon, but the re¬ 
peated attempts of a Polander to 
get a license has failed. The con¬ 
sequence was that the Polish vote 
went solidly for annexation. In so 
far as preserving law and order is 
concerned the ordinance is a failure 
here in.the Second Ward, for the 
Poles and others go across the 
town line and spend their money 
and come back here to do their 
fighting. The town might just as 
well have the $300 that one ot our 
Polish residents is willing to pay for 
a license. 

But the Second Ward is not the 
only section of the town where the 
license observance conflicts with 
public sentiment and public needs. 
There is “The Bowery” and “The 
Ward" and “Little Italy,” near 
the dty line, all deprived of the 
privilege of a saloon, while Wat- 
sessing and the Centre have them 
in bunches. There 1 * 00 good rea¬ 
son why the town should not reap 
the financial benefit of four or five 
licensed places, and there would be 
more general satisfaction with the 
license ordinance if it was more 
equitably applied. It can be as¬ 
sumed for a certainty that the an¬ 
nexation question will not down 
Until a more just policy is pursued 
towards saloons, and those sections 
of the town where saloons are 
wanted and needed. If the Town 
Council will not deal with the sa¬ 
loon question on a broader and 
hirer basis, we who are opposed to 
the present policy will again advo¬ 
cate annexation on the first oppor¬ 
tunity. We are not i:i favor of 
Annexation if we can get fair treat¬ 
ment. We have no sentiments in 
common with the crowd of politi¬ 
cal sore-heads that started the an¬ 
nexation movement a few weeks 
ago. We know that they are 
against us in our demand for a fair 
and just license law, but we know 
we will be treated fairly in Newark, 
and we also know that it is within 
the power of the Council here to 
treat us fairly, if the members of 
it are disposed to do so. We de¬ 
mand the same privileges in our 
Polish district in the Second Ward 
that the people near Broad and 
James streets have. We demand 
for “the Sixth Ward" the same 
privileges that are accorded to the 
people in the Centre, and we de¬ 
mand for the Bowery as fair treat¬ 
ment as Watsessing gets. 

Give us justice and we are op- 
pc*ed to annexation. Deny us our 
rights, and we will again unite 
•gainst our wishes with the disap¬ 
pointed politicians and franchise 
grafters and work for annexation.
